The famous 
Christus of the Oberammergau pas- 
sion play, according to a despatch 
received by his relatives in Manito- 
wae, Wis., was killed about a month | 
ago, He fall in battle among the;

The message was 
sent to Alois Lang, a relative, by the 
German government, and is consider.

Shipment of Alberta Potatoes 

Within the past year Alberta has 
developed from an importer of pota- 
toes to an exporter of that product. 
Large shipments have been made 
from Medicine WHat, Bassano and 
many other points, according to a 
statement issued by the Canadian 
Pacific natural resources department. 

The shipments which have left this 
province have gone mostly to Toronto 
and other Ontario points. 

This is the first time in the history 
of Alberta that potatoes have been 
shipped to the eastern part of the Do- 
m.nion in any quantity. “It speaks 
well for the potato industry, in this 
province for the future,” said a Can- 
adiam Pacific official. ‘Alberta hag de- 
monstrated that it can raise potatoes 
equal to 
umbia, and with that knowledge the 
province will probably grow an ever- 
increasing quantity.”

Over Six Million Pounds Asked for 
by British Government 
Following previous announcements, 
Martin burriii, m.nister of agricul- 
ture, has uow issued a statement con- 
veying the information that the war 
oiiice has accepied tenders from tne 
packers for 6,250,000 pounds of can- 
ned corned beef for delivery before 
the close of the current ,ear This 
contract igs of particular interest to 
Eastern Canada, as it will provide a 
market for a large quantity of the 
surpius canned catile that are now 
find ng their way to the Toronto and 
Montreal stock yards. The outlet for 
which the minister has been striving, 
at least in :egard to a considerabie 
proportion of this class of cattle, has 

now been found, 

Mr. Burrill has not undertaken to 
purchase the meat for the war office 
but through the acting high commis- 
sioner, Sir George Perley, has con- 
veyed to the imperial goevrnment the 
tender of the packers, this represent- 
ing the aggregate of the offer of those 
engaged in the tinned meat business. 
Very strong representatives wore 
made, urging that a share of the war 
office purchases should be placed in 
Canada, it being pointed out that the 
country had generously responded to 
the call for increased production. It 
was further pointed out that in *9n- 
sequence of this a surplus of ca. le 
existed in the country and that the 
securing of a market through sale to 
the war office should prove of great 
benefit to the farmers, The minister 
gtates that throughout these negotia- 
tions he has been assured that the 
war office has viewed with much 
sympathy the requests which he had 
made for the placing of business in 


contracts may be secured.

Discover Valuable Metal In Canada 

News of the new discovery of large 
veins of molyodenite in the Gatineau 
district, has aroused considerable 
interest in both mining and offid- 
ja} circles at the capital, This rare 
metal, since the outbreak of the war, 
has hecome of immense importance 
and very valuable.

Canada’s peaceful service in prepar- 
ing for the filling of the granary. is 
now a vital element in the strength of 
the nation, This does not absolve any 
of her sons from the duty of taking 
their places in the forefront of the 
battle.

One hint towards an approximation 


of the strength of the German armies 
in the field is supplied by the Berliner 
which now does not print 


Tageblatt, 
individual names in the casualty lists, 


but simply mentions the regiments 
which have sustained casualties, the 
regimenis being identified by number. 
Thus the Tageblatt refers to the 36yth 
regiment of reguiar infantry, the 271st 
regiment of reserve, the 99th regi- 
ment of Landwehr, etc. There may be 
a few more than 369 regiments of re- 
serve, but assuming that the highest 
given number represents the total, 
and adding up the various classes, 
such as Prussian Guard, Infantry, In- 
fantry Reserve, Ersatz, Ersatz Re- 
serve, Lanwehr, Landwehr Ersatz, 
etc., the latest Tageblatt enumeration 
would give the number of Prussian in- 
fantry reg.ments now on service as 
930. The cavalry lists fould indicate 
77 regiments, the field artillery 294 
regiments, and the heavy artillery 38 
regiments, 

If we assume maintenance of the 
full regimental strength of about 3,- 
v00 for the infantry regiment, 900 for 
the cavalry, 1,000 for field artillery, 
and 1,500 for heavy artillery, we get 
the following figures: Infantry, 2,800,- 
0v0 men; cavalry, 70,000; fieid artil- 
lery, 294,000; heavy artillery, 60,000; 
or a total of 3,225,000 men. If we sup-

Canadian Four for Soldiers 


Will be Used Exclusively by Domin- 
ion Troops in England 

Canadian soldiers in kngiand are 
herealter to eat bread baked exciu- 
sively trom Canadian flour by the 
bakers of the Canadian army service 
corps. On recommendation of Col. 
Machray, head of that branch of the 
Canadian service in Mngiand, the min- 
ister of militia is arranging fo: send- 
ing over with the transports some two 
million pounds of Canadian flour 
every three months. That is the esti- 
mated amount required for the men 
now in England, Similar arrange- 
ments also are to be made for supyy- 
ing Canadian oats direct to the army 
service corps for the use of the horses 
in the Canadian camps of England. 
At present flour ig being bought in 
Engiand for the Canadians at $8.10 
per barrel. By shipping direct from 
Canada upon the transports it is be- 
lieved that a better price can be se- 
cured by the government and possibly 
a better quality of flour. 

With the field ovens and bakeries 
of the army service corps, there is 
now ampie equipment for all the 
bread baking that will be required 


ding their escape. The story told 
y Sergeant Birley wag particularly 
interesting: 

“It took us 7 four days and five 
nights to get free of German soil af- 
ter we had once broken out of our 
prison at Westphalia,” the sergeant 
said. “I went to the front with my 
regiment, the 1st Gloucesters, as soon 
as the war broke out, and was cap- 
tured on October 9, 1914, near Ypres. 
On the way to the prison camp in 
Westphalia we were pretty roughly 
treated. One night fifty-three of us 
were locked in a church and had no- 
thing to eat for more than twenty- 
four hours, At last they emptied a 
basket of mouldy bread onto the floor 
and left us a bucket of water. During 
the train juorney fifty-three of us 
were crammed into a closed railway 
van for fifty-six hours. Only once were 
we allowed to get out, and that foi a 
few minutes. For food we had some 
scraps of bread. 

“At the camp I made severai oes 
for escaping, but never got a favor- 
able opportunity. I managed to get 
myself transferred to another camp 
and there began to make my plans 
which have succeeded so well. 

“It was not an easy matter. The 
camp was, of course, surrounded by 
high barbed wire fencing. On each of 
its four fronts a sentry was posted 
and at night four powerful acetylene 
lamps lighted up the whole of the 
camp. 

“The great night came. We waited 
till one of the sentries had his back 
turned, and then wriggled on our 
stomachs to the fencing. | then man- 
aged to sever one strand of the fence 
and, to my mind, the tang of it made 
the greatest noise I’ve ever heard. 
But the sentry walked on. With beat- 
ing heart I snapped the second strand. 
That made an awful noise. Still the 
sentry walked on. Then we crawled 
out, free men. I am glad we out- 
witted that sentry, as he had caused 
us a lot of trouble. 


“We had to crawl for 100 yards be- 
fore we could get any sort of shelter, 


with the various unious are firmiy op- 
posed to conscription,” said Mr. Bevin. 
“We are now enlisting as fast as 
exemptions from military service will 
permit, and insinuations that we are 
not loyal to the government are re- 
sented. Under the law employees of 
the railroads, docks, telegraph, trans- 
port and postal services are exempt 
trom military service, as well as all 
employees of the munition works, The 
number of men thus employed in 
Wngland can be safely placed at about 
1,000,000. If conscription comes to 
pass the government would not be 
able to add to the army more than 
400,000 men without crippling indus- 
trial conditions, 

“Under the present volunteer sys- 
tem we are adding men to the forces 
for field duty faster than they can be 
equipped. 

“Our fight against conscription is 
an economic one, having in view pos- 
sible conditions that will exist after 
the war is over. What we have now 
represents more than a hundred 
years of concerted action and work, 
and to ask us to give up these condi- 
tions and accept conscription is ask- 
ing more than is required of landlords 
and manufacturers.” 

Mr. Bevin also said that labor 
unions were not opposed to women 
taking positions previously held by 
men fn industrial pursuits. 

“All that we ask is that women be 
not introduced into factories and rail- 
way work at less pay than is accorded 
to men. In most of the factories where 
women are now employed they are 
veing trained under the direction of 
our members, the only provision being 
that they go in at pay that is the mini- 
mum accorded to men under the same 
conditions. Under the condition of 
suffrage I believe the condition in 
England is the same as that exists 
among trades unions in the United 
States, and I am free to say the 
woman's vote is sure to come.”

It is a peculiar fact 
that you will find otherwise bright 
and brainy wen who maintain that tne 
smail town store must simpiy under- 
go the old process vf the survivai of 
the fittest. If it cannot meet exter- 
nal competition, it must go under! 
After making such statements this 
type of mun will git down and dig in- 
formation out of a book of a thousand 
pages, write a long letter, then wait a 
week or more—usualiy more—tor 
something to come which he never 
hag seen, and which may prove to be 
anything but what he expected as re 
gards value. 

You can't swear away the existence 
of the small town retailer by saying 
that he-da a parasite, that he charges 
too much for everything, and that’s 
why the money is sent away! That 
story is fossilized. Competition is 
too keen for the retail mercnant to go 
on, year in year out, overcharging his 
customers, He cou!dn’t do it and sur- 
vive. Retailers may have their faults, 
but they can’t go against economic 
laws and last. There is nothing mys- 
terious in mail order competition. It’s 
simply a ease cf 2 faraway firm try- 
ing to get your money—and doing it if 
you give them chance, The success of 
the M.O. concern in any territory de- 
pends largely upon the kind of retail 
merchants it is up against—and every 
year it is going against a better class 
of men. yYou'li find them most often 
in the sections where catalog houses 
don’t waste money in shipping in their 
catalogs. 

Thero is a new type of retail mer- 
chant being developed. He realizes 
that the reason why so many people 
sent away for goods wag simply be- 
cause they were not aware that the 
local store carried them. So he ad- 
vertises consistenity and lets his pat- 
rons know exactly what service he 
has to offer. In the past you often 
took it for granted that the local store 
lid not keep this or that, so you sent 
away for the goods when you could 
have simply stepped into the store in- 
stead of the post office. 

And the new type of retailer real- 
izes the necessity of diversifying his 
stock. His territory is limited, but so 
are the demands on him. He buys in 
small lots and buys often; he keeps 
himself informed as to new lines, and 
be is more anxious to carry an attrac- 
tive variety than a large stock. But 
he can usually meet all the demand 
that exists locally. 

This question of variety is a great 
factor in the small store Ask your 
wife why she likes to shop in a large 
city store, and she will tell you that it 

not because she can get there the 
actual necessities of life cheaper or 
of better quaiity than at home, but 
that she finds novelties, little acces- 
sories and convenient new _ things 
which she requires. 

In one mail order mad community 
a hardware dealer effected a partial 
cure as follows: He ordered a stove 
‘rom a catalog house that gleaned 
lots of money from that territory, He 
noted the time it took for the stove 
to arrive, ithe freight charges, the

Parcels for Soldiers 


New Postal Regulations Regarding 
Packages Addressed to Soldiers 


Several important announcements 
regarding posial regulations have just 
veen made by the post oilice depart- 
ment, ‘ 

Among other tbings the depart- 
ment at Ottawa aunounces a hew 
war tax on letters and parcels from 
New Zealand. A half penny war tax 
has been imposed on postal packets 
involving an additional charge on 
letters and parcels for Canada. This 
will not increase the postage to New 
Zealand. 

An order was recentiy made by the 
deparunent that in all ordinary cir- 
cumstances the re-direction of par- 
ceis, either from One po.nt to another 


within Canada, or trom Canada to 
o.her countries, gave rise to fresh 
postage. It has now been decided, 


until further notice, to ailow parcels 
addressed to his majesty’s ships, or 
to British or Canadian troops on ac- 
tive service in Canada, or elsewhere, 
lo be re-directed free of any re-dir- 
ection charge. This refers to re- 
direction only. 


All the time parcels are mailed 
they must of course be prepaid at 
the usual rates.
